'Job Club' 
Boasts of 
90% Success 


ANNA. 111. (AP> — Ninety 
per cent of the unem ployed p e r­ 
sons who joined a job club here 
w e re 
w o rk in g 
w ith in

m onths The social research er 
who organized the club says he 
ap p lied behavior-m odification 
techniques to the task of job 
hunting. 
Dr. NH A zrin, a psychologist 
and learning specialist at Anna 
S tate M ental 
H ealth C enter, 
spent four y e ars developing the 
job club idea. 
He g ath ered 120 jobless p er­ 
sons from the C arbondale area, 
15 m iles north of Anna in south­ 
ern Illinois, and divided them 
in to 
tw o 
c lo sely 
m a tc h e d 
groups. Sixty w ere directed to 
look for w ork in the usual man 
ner — individually 
while the 
others enrolled in a job club. 
C lub m em b ers gath 'T " 1 
in a sm all office Tor counseling 
in job-hunting techniques. They 
sw apped leads, helped one a n ­ 
other 
com pile 
resum es 
and 
m e a s u re d p ro g re ss 
to w ard 
fin d in g w ork a g a in s t e a ch 
other. 
They also engaged in role 
playing, a psychological gam e- 
situation w here they took turns 
playing em ployer and job seek ­ 
er in mock interview s 
A zrin is recognized nationally 
for his w ork in behavior m odi­ 
fication. alterin g behavior p a t­ 
terns through rew ard , punish­ 
m ent or oth er m otivating fa c ­ 
tors 
“ I applied that general type 
of approach to the problem of 
job finding," said A zrin. ‘i t is 
not only a m a tte r of learning 
w hat to do 
M otivation is an 
im p o rtan t p a rt of it. I created a 
situation in w hich job seekers 
w orked together to find a job 
and I used social contact to 
provide the m otivation.” 
The C arbondale a re a is job­ 
scarce, largely ru ral and has 
little industry. N onetheless, 90 
*r cent of the club m em bers 
id jobs w ithin two m onths and 
all who atten d ed reg u larly w ere 
w orking, A zrin said. 


In the other group, those left 
on their own, only 55 per cent 
found w ork, he said. 
Of the job club people. 55 per 
cent got skilled or sem iskilled 
jobs, A rzin reported. Twenty 
per cent found professional jobs 
and 20 per cen t ended up in un­ 
skilled jobs. 


Of those in the other group 
who found jobs, 60 per cent got 
unskilled w ork. Only 5 per cent 
secu red professional jobs and 
35 per cent landed skilled or 
sem iskilled positions. 


‘T h e a v e rag e startin g salary 
w as about a third higher for the 
counseled job seek ers,” Azrin 
said. On the av erag e, he said, it 
took job club m em bers two 
w eeks to secure em ploym ent.

ches of C hristianity, including 
th e p a tr ia r c h s of M oscow , 
C onstantinople and E thiopia. 
Pope P au l told the represen 
tativ es of 271 P ro testan t, O rtho­ 
dox. A nglican and Old C atholic 
denom inations totaling nearly 
500 m illion m em bers that “your 
d esire for unity and reconcilia­ 
tion coincides w ith our ow n.” 
Noting that he had appointed 
16 R om an C atholic delegate-ob- 
serv e rs who a re particip atin g 
m the assem b ly and th at C atho­ 
lics had undertaken various co­ 
o p erativ e functions w ith 
the 
council, he said: 


“We tru st th at efforts which 
the C atholic C hurch has m ade 
and will continue to m ake to 
prom ote the ecum enical m ove­ 
m ent and, w herev er possible to 
collaborate 
w ith 
the 
World 
Council of C hurches, will con­ 
tinue and grow even g re a te r 
with G od’s h<le lp .” 


T here have been 
joint dis- 
cussions about possible Rom an 
C atholic m em bership 
in 
the 
council, but consideration of it 
lately has been sidelined. Ro­ 
m an C atholics take a reg u lar 
p art in som e council operations 
and com m issions on doctrine, 
and on ju stice and peace. 
In about 25 countries. R om an 
C atholic b ran ch es have becom e 
m em bers of national councils of 


churches in recent y ears. A 
m ajor exception is the Ignited 
States.

C onstantinople 
(m odern Istanbul), chief sp iri­ 
tual leader of all E astern O r­ 
thodoxy, said in his m essage 
that the assem bly has a “ m ajo r 
responsibility in the history of 
the ecum enical m ovem ent and 
in the life of the contem porary 
w orld.” 
R eferring to the asse m b ly ’s 
them e, “Jesu s C hrist F ree s and 
U nites.” the p atriarch added an 
ad m o n itio n , re fle c tin g so m e 
E astern Orthodox uneasiness 
about the council’s activ ities on 
social-econom ic issues:

M etropolitan Y uvenaly, head 
of the foreign affairs d e p a rt­ 
m ent of the R ussian Orthodox 
Moscow P a tria rc h a te , said the 
a lle g e d in frin g e m e n ts w e re 
presented in “an ex ag g erated , 
so m e tim e s d is to rte d f o r m ," 
com plicating church problem s. 
“ We do not disguise the fact 
th at th ere have arisen

there do arise problem s in the 
life of the church, resulting 
from the infringem ent of laws 
concerning religious co m m u ­ 
nities, both by local re p re se n ta ­ 
tives of the state au th o rities 
and by m em bers of church 
com m unities,” he said in a 
statem en t.

added 
th at 
“ our 
society is evolving in the d irec­ 
tion of ever-increasing develop­ 
m ent of dem ocratic principles. 
The church has found its level 
in this process and contributes 
to it to the extent that it is pos­ 
sible for her to do so.”

Habitual Traffic Offenders 


More than half of those killed and maimed on 
Am erica’s highways each year — and there were 
46,200 in the first category in 1974 — are victims 
of the HOD. the Habitual Offender Driver, says 
the National Association of Insurance Agents 
(NAIA). 
Statistically, the number of HODs is few. only 
about five per cent of the driving population, but 
the wake of destruction they leave is enormous. 
The Habitual Offender Driver drives too fast, 
and the number one cause of ail fatal accidents 
on rural roads in 1974 was speeding 
The HOD drives left of center, and that was the 
number two cause of 1974 fatal accidents 
Then comes failure to yield right of wav. 
improper overtaking, making improper turns 
and follow ing too closely — and the arrogant and 
irresponsible HOD is guilty of all these 
Police files in one state show a HOD who is 11 
years was arrested 25 times for traffic violations 
— 10 arrests for drunk driving. 10 for driving 
under suspension, and five for speeding, reckless 
driving and running a red light He has been 
arrested an average of 2.3 times a year, has held 
his license legally for only three months during 
the 11 years, vet he continues to drive, savs the 
NAIA 
Records from another state show 1,365 con­ 
victions for 100 habitual offenders. Still another 
state shows one man with 32 convictions that 
have cost him over $5,000. Despite his revoked 
driver s license, he is still.driving 
1 he NAIA. which represents independent 
insurance agents in each state, has long cam ­ 
paigned for laws to get the HODs off the road and 
keep them off. which means putting them in jail 


if necessary 
In 1968, Virginia became the first state to pass 
habitual offender legislation Its law stated that 
any driver with three major or 12 minor traffic 
convections within a 10-year period was to be 
certified as a Habitual Offender Driver, lose his 
driver s license for 10 years and go to prison for 
one to five years if caught driving after losing his 
license 
When the law went into effect in Virginia, 36 
HODs didn't believe it 
They did after they 
started serving time in the state penitentiary. 
The law was credited with a drop in Virginia’s 
highway death rate of some 20 per cent within 
two years. By contrast, states which lacked anti- 
HOD laws continued to record increases in 
traffic fatalities 
Other legislatures began looking at the NAIA’s 
model law, which requires to outlay of state 
funds, requires no additional manpower, keeps 
licensing at the state level and makes for 
uniform definitions, enforcement and penalties. 
Since Virginia in 1968 , 20 other states have 
passed habitual offender legislation: 
North 
C arolina. New H am pshire. Rhode Island. 
Vermont, Maine. Massachusetts 
Washington, 
Indiana. Georgia, Florida. Kansas. Ohio, Dela­ 
w are. Louisiana. South Carolina. Oregon, 
Colorado. Tennessee. Iowa and Montana. 
But in 29 states the HOD is still allowed at 
large. 
Until all the states join the fight to get the 
Habitual Offender Driver off »he road, says M 
Jay Wanamaker. president of the NAIA, the 
nation's auto fatality and injury toll will continue

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
As a freshm an at Cal Tech 
years back, I had a professor 
who regularly told his history- 
class that in a dem ocracy, the 
talkers rule. 
We elect the men who say 
what we w ant them to day and 
promise w hat we want to hear. 
Of course, they do not always 
deliver after the votes are 
counted. 
Our cleanup efforts are based 
on faulty reasoning. 
Common Cause, for one, has 
mounted w hat prom ises to be a 
multimillion dollar cam paign 
— figures in term s of money 
and volunteer m an hours — to 
hold candidates feet to the fire. 
But this cam paign will fail 
because it heads in the wrong 
direction. It’s based on the 
prem ise that hard questions 
will expose a candidate’s true 
aim s and m ake possible an 
accurate prediction of w hat he 
will do once in office. 
MUCH OF THE em phasis is 
on more press conferences, 
m ore 
interview s, 
m ore 
questioning by panels — the 
questioning to be done by men 
and women not chosen by the 


candidate or his people. That is. 
the em phasis is on more talking 
— and more promises. 
Now I subm it that this is a 
candidate's dream . Since the 
q u estio n ers, 
by 
definition, 
would appear to be im partial or 
antagonistic, 
a 
skillful 
can­ 
didate could, with ease, give the 
impression the truth was being 
smoked out. Most experts in 
public life could handle such 
situations and com e out either 
looking well, or like a m artyr 
being pilloried by his enemies. 
Politics ins are, by trade, ex­ 
pert wordsmiths. To a great 
extent, their public views and 
statem ents are determ ined by 
what polls and advisers say the 
voters want. 
T here’s a better approach. 
By the tim e a man is old 
enough to run for president, or 
for the Senate or House, he’s 
pretty well set in his ways. Very 
few men change stripes. What 
they have done or not done in 
the lesser offices they’ve held is 
likely what they'll do or not do 
when elected to a higher post. 
WE NEED, therefore, more 
im partial studies in depth of the

obsolescence" for the elderly. 
The 
p ro g ram , 
dubbed 
“Elderhostel ‘76,” centers on 
the idea that the elderly can 
enrich their lives by attending 
college 
and 
m ixing 
w ith 
students, both young and old. 
P ro g ram d ire c to r M artin 
Knowlton says the program 
proved so successful last sum ­ 
mer that in 1976 it will be ex­ 
panded to 20 colleges and uni­ 
versities in the six New Eng­ 
land states. 
* 
“From inquiries we have re­ 
ceived it looks like Elderhostel 
could spread nationwide, but 
we’d like to see it adm inistered 
on a regional level. T here’s 
more control that w ay,” he 
said 
The program is funded pri­ 
marily through private and fed­ 
eral grants, but participants 
are required to pay a $50 per 
week fee More than 300 per­ 
sons, ranging in age from 55 to 
91, enrolled in the program s in 
New Hampshire last summ er. 
Knowlton says 2,500 are ex­ 
pected in the regional pro­ 
gram s 
The hostels, Knowlton said, 
are designed to erase “one of 
the most despicable aspects of 
industrial society; the disturb­

"After that age people are 
faced abruptly and sim ulta­ 
neously with retirem ent, in­

In Elderhostel, each partici­ 
pating school sets aside for a 
designated portion of the sum ­ 
mer standard dormitory ac­ 
comodations and provides each 
week a minimum of three one- 
week courses. The courses are 
taught by regular faculty m em ­ 
bers. 
‘T he courses are designed to 
help the elderly see themselves 
as related in a meaningful way 
to the course of the world,” 
Knowlton said. “ We do 
specify what courses be 
tered Our only requirem ent is 
they be of good intellectual con­ 
tent.”

Sea Gulls 


By JERR Y HARKAVY 
MILBRIDGE, Maine (AP) *— 
Walking along the w aterfront 
or tripping at the town dump, 
it’s hard to im agine that sea­ 
gulls used to be an endangered 
species. 
But within the past 150 vears. 
says naturalist Frank Graham 
Jr.. gulls were on the verge of 
extinction as hunters shot them 
for food and later for their 
prized feathers. 
In recent decades the grace­ 
ful aquatic birds have prolife­ 
rated to the point where they 
are often regarded as filthy 
pests, threatening the purity of 
m an’s w ater supplies and the 
safety of his air travel. 
The up and down fortune*» of 
the 44 species of gull, and their 
changing relatio n sh ip with 
man, are chronicled in G ra­ 
ham ’s new book, “Gulls: A So­ 
cial H istory." 
One of the nation's leading 
e n v i r o n m e n t a l 
w r i t e r s . 
G raham views the gull saga as 
a sort ol ecological morality 
play. " It’s the classic case of a 
wild, beautiful anim al in a 
natural 
landscape 
becoming 
corrupted by m an," he said in 
an interview. 
N atural predators and scave­ 
ngers, gulls initially ranged 
along coasts and inland lakes 
without being dependent upon 
man. Hardy and resourceful, 
they had little trouble finding 
their own food supplies, such as 
fish, sm all m am m als or eggs of 
other birds. 
But with the arrival of the 
Europeans in Am erica, gulls 
found themselves the target of 
m an’s quest for food. English 
settlers enjoyed the taste of 
gulls, said G raham , and gulls’ 
eggs were an im portant source 
01 food for many coastal people. 
The birds' fortunes reached 
their lowest point in the last 
quarter of the 19th Century, 
when the craze for plumage on 
women’s hats and fans trig­ 
gered 
"the 
great 
milliners 
slaughter."

V drought you this typically Am erican gift —■ a 
refrigerator with leftover Thanksgiving turkey in 
it!” 


— adorned the hair, hats and 
gowns o( well-dressed women 
in the ornate styles of what 
cam e to be known as "The Gil­ 
ded Age.” Millions of birds 
were killed, and several vari­ 
eties of gulls were nearly ex-» 
tirpated, all in the name of 
fashion.

The slaughter bred its own 
reaction, and Audubon societies 
were organized to crusade for 
bird protection laws. Taking 
their exam ple from M assachu­ 
setts, various state legislatures 
and the federal government 
enacted statutes that halted the 
killings 
G raham said the adaptability 
of gulls was dem onstrated most 
strikingly in the 20th Century 
when they thrived as a result of 
m an’s 
wasteful 
and. sloppy 
habits. 
A bandoning th e ir n a tu ra l 
feeding habits, the birds clus­ 
tered at open dumps, sewer 
outlets 
and 
fish 
processing 
plants along the coast 
Various species underwent a 
population explosion as a result 
of m an’s largesse. A bird often 
adm ired by poets for its grace­ 
ful flight patterns soon becam e, 
in the public mind, a nuisance. 
"M an lias taken a beautiful 
creature and created this pest 
by his own filthy habits.” said 
G raham . “ It's a trem endous 
change in the bird’s fortunes in 
less than a century."

N EW YORK <AP) 
Bankers 
might understand finance hut 
in the opinion ol many they 
don’t know a great deal about 
real estate. Otherwise, their 
critics say. they wouldn’t he in 
the mess in which thev find 
themselves. 
That mess includes billions of 
dollars »in loans to developers 
and 
real 
estate 
investment 
trusts that aren’t paying off. 
and in repossession of proper­ 
ties they really don't know how 
to operate 
The problem began when, 
during the optimism of those 
prerecession days, they were 
sold on the idea that real estate 
offered great possibilities 
“Today, some banks in major 
cities have between 20 and W) 
per cent of their investment 
portfolios tied up in real es 
fate. 
said Benjamin l^ambert. 
president of Eastdil 
Realtv. 
Inc 
The loans were easily made 
but not easily collected "A de­ 
veloper trying to pay back his 


loan at 1H per cent interest just 
couldn't stand it.” said Lam 
bert. whose company is an at 
filiate of Blythe Eastman Dillon 
& Co.. the investment banker 
He expects it will take three 
to five years for many of these 
banks to resolve their real es 
tate problems and some ma> 
sustain heavy losses in the 
process 
But he added that future eco 
nomic expansion and opportun 
ities should enable banks to 
correct their errors 
Eastdil has been called in as 
consultant 
and 
sometimes 
manager on billions of dollars 
of troubled real estate, much of 
which it has salvaged at profit 
It was a forerunner, and prob­ 
ably is the biggest now. of what 
have come to be called "real 
estate doctors.” 
"The typcial consultant gives 
you a fancy report that tells you 
you’re sick." says Lambert 
"W e tell him this is how you 
get well.' and then we go out 
and do it 


Refinancing is often the first 
step out of the predicament 
Lambert, an art major in col 
lege, considers it an art, "a 
complex 
combination 
of 
sources 
and 
systems 
ol 
providing capital, coupled with 
surprising variations in capital 
market 
response 
to 
rea' 
estate.” 
With time on his side, Lam 
bert and his crews can correct 
major deficiencies, 
such as 
structural defects, marketing 
errors, bad image, inadequate 
personnel and perhaps even 
poor location, which often is 
considered fatal 
It the problems can t tie re 
solved. 
Eastdil 
has 
advised 
banks to take their losses 
Banks will be able to turn a 
profit on real estate in the fu 
lure.

Post Office Said Ready 
To Handle Holiday Mail 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Postal Service, which has post 
ed new lim itations on overtim e 
and hiring extra workers be 
cause of its 
$7-million-a day 
deficit, says it still can handle 
what may be its busiest holiday 
mail season 
More than 9 billion pieces of 
mail are expected to move 
through the nation's post offices 
between today and Christm as 
Eve. 
An additional burden could bo 
mass m ailings by businesses in 
advance of the Dec 28 increase 
in postal rates 
The cost of 
mailing a first class letter is 
scheduled to increase from 10 
cents to 13 cents 
All of the big m ailers are 
going to throw m their stuff bo 
fore that new rate increase 
comes in and it could conceit 
ably jam up the m ails very 
badly, 
said Henry Cooper, ex 
ecutive director of the National 
Association of G reeting Card 
Publishers. 
But a Postal Service spokes 
m an said. “ We think we have 
an tic ip a te d 
every 
possible 
problem and post offices will be 
cleared of all mail on Christ 
m as E v e /' 
Deputy Postm aster General 
W F Bolger this month ordered 
“substantial reductions in the 
am ount of overtim e used for the 
distribution and delivery of 
m ail" because of the Postal 
Service's deficit, current!* ru n ­ 


ning at $7 million a day 
His letter to regional postal 
officials added. “The Christ 
mas mailing period should not 
be excluded from our effort to 
reduce overtim e To the con 
t r a r \ . it is a unique opportunity 
to really reduce costs " 
But heads ol the two largest 
postal unions say overtim e is 
the key to moving the mail this 
Christm as season 
"If the mail is there, then 
they have to pay overtim e to 
move it out We will get bombed 
with mail other than Christm as 
cards, 
but 
if 
they 
let 
the 
professional staff handle 
it. 
then there won’t be any prob­ 
le m ." 
said 
Ja m e s 
Hadem acher. president of the 
National Association of Letter 
C arriers 
Francis Filbey. president of 
the American Postal Workers 
I nion. said.

Fhe Postal Service spokes 
m an said. “The (1975) regu­ 
lations on overtim e and outside 
hiring w ere drawn up with con­ 
sideration for Christm as and 
any extra mail we might get 
from people try ing to beat the. 
new rates 
“ O v ertim e is p erm issib le 
when it is needed to move the 
mail, and if there is a genuine 
need for extra help then people 
can be hired." he said.

In NY Used AC 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
three weeks of intensive work 
in D ecem b er 1885, G eorge 
W estinghouse and his associ­ 
ates. working from a French 
model, developed a practical 
transform er for high-voltage 
alternating current. This meant 
that electricity could be tran s­ 
m itted long distances at high 
voltage (and low cost) and then 
stepped down to w hatever volt­ 
age a custom er required. 
Much of the country’s bur­ 
geoning new industry, however, 
was com m itted to direct cu r­ 
rent, which was not nearly as 
flexible as alternating. These

nounced Westinghouse's high 
v oltage 
system 
a 
deadly 
danger 
^ C itie s and com munities were 
persuaded to pass laws forbid­ 
ding its transm ittal through 
their streets. As a final coup de

state to adopt the Westinghouse 
high-voltage system for use in 
executions. 
However, within a few dec­ 
ades, 97 per cent of the elec­ 
tricity in the United States was 
generated by the alternating 
current that is almost universal 
today.

trustees of Ihe Copeland Oaks 
Retirem ent Home have author­ 
ized a m oderate ihcrease in 
monthly fees.

Comoro Islands 
Face Troubles 
Of New Nation 


MORONI, Comoro 
Islands 
(AP) — These islands which 
became the 143rd member of 
the United Nations this month 
abound in tropical lagoons and 
contain a still active volcano. 
But even more potentially ex­ 
plosive are the political and 
econopiic problems lacing this 
newly independent archipelago 
off East Africa, where 140 years 
of French-colonial rule has just 
come to an end 
The country's new govern­ 
ment is faced on the one hand' 
with a separatist movement, 
and on the other with an agri­ 
cultural economy that pays 
most wdPkers only 40 cents a 
day. 
These struggles are not 
unique in developing countries, 
but the Comorqs have an added 
strategic 
importance 
that 
belies their small size and their 
modest population of 300,000. 
mostly Moslems 
You can stand on the docks ot 
Moroni, the capital, and watch 
supertankers pass with cargoes 
of oil from the Persian Gulf, 
around the Cape of Good Hope 
and into the Atlantic. 
These goliaths are too large 
for the newly reopened Suez 
Canal and they skirt the Afri­ 
can coast, passing through the 
Mozambique Channel between 
nearby Madagascar Island, 
which makes up the leftist-led 
Malagasy Republic, and Marx­ 
ist-controlled Mozambique on 
the African mainland This is 
the,shortest sea route around 
the tip of Africa to South Amer­ 
ica. the United States and Eu­ 
rope 
The Comoros lie at the north­ 
ern entrance to the channel and 
form a potential military asset 
for either the East or West. 
One of the islands' chief eco­ 
nomic assets is that they pro­ 
duce much of the jasmine and 
flow er oil that is used as a basis 
for famous French perfumes. 
French rule came to an 
abrupt halt last July 6 when 


Ahmed Abdallah, then premier, 
unilaterally declared independ 
cnee and proclaimed himself 
president. A month later, Ab­ 
dallah s political opponents 
overthrew him in a bloodless 
cyup and Ali Soilih was named 
leader. 
France 
declared 
an 
emergency when independence 
was announced and flew in 
police reinforcements from its 
other Indian Ocean territories. 
But the French government 
announced soon after that it 
would accept independence for 
the 
three main 
islands 
— 
Grande Comoro. Moheli and 
Anjouan 
where residents had 
voted overw helmingly in favor 
of independence in a referen­ 
dum last December. 
But France has taken a firm 
stand on the future of the fourth 
main island - 
Mayotte 
w here the people voted against 
independence. 
The Mayotte people, led by 
Marcel Henri, have long been 
at <xlds with the other islands, 
charging discrimination in the 
marketing of their produce. 
“ We see France as a way of 
escaping domination by the 
other islands." one separatist 
said in an interview . 
France seeks a further refer­ 
endum this year to decide May­ 
otte's future and is keeping a 
garrison of 185 Legionnaires on 
the island. 
Western diplomats in East 
Africa said fhere was a desire 
among Western nations to pre­ 
vent the Soviet Union from any 
access to the Comoros. One 
French diplomatic source said 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer had asked France to 
keep Mayotte within the West­ 
ern fold. 


There was no confirmation of 
such a request, however, in 
Washington, where State De­ 
partment officials said the stat­ 
us of Mayotte was purely a 
French affair.

Rain Aided 
Firemen at 
Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - “ The 
rains were the biggest fire 
fighter we had.” said one weary 
fireman as two brush fires that 
had raged in the hills north and 
east of Los Angeles were 
contained. 
In five days, the fires charred 
100 square miles of land, caused 
$17.5 million damage, drove 
5,600 persons from their homes 
and created the danger of 
flooding from winter storms. 
Mop-up operations continued 
today, but all but a few of the 
thousands of fire fighters who 
struggled with the blazes in the 
San Gabriel Mountains bad 
gone home. 
Officials declared the fires 
contained Thursday night after 
a cold front swept a quarter 
inch ot rain into the area. 
“ We had planned three hard 
days for mop-up operations, but 
the rains did it in 20 minutes.” 
said Dave Waite, a US. Forest 
Service official. 
“The rains 
were the biggest fire fighter we 
had." 
The fires, one in the northern 
foothills above Los Angeles, the 
other 20 miles to the earft above 
the San Gabriel Valley, burned 
mostly through timber lands 
and brush-covered hills. They 
blanketed the city with smoke 
by day, and tinted the night sky 
with an orange glow. 
Watershed damage to the 
now-denuded hillsides w as 
pegged at about J\7 million 
The 40-odd structures damaged 
or destroyed by the fires added 
another $500,0(H) to the total bill. 
Forest Service costs in fight­ 
ing the blazes were estimated 
at more tjian $1.5 million.

Agriculture Secretary Earl 
I Butz has tried unsuccessfully 
in recent years to g^t peanut 
law changes through Congress 
so that growers can operate 
under 
a 
m arket-oriented 
target price” system in use 
for wheat, corn and cotton and 
also to reduce federal costs 
But congressional 
leaders, 
including Sen 
Herman Tal 
madge. D-Ga., have balked and 
insist on keeping the older sys­ 
tem of strict acreage allot­ 
ments and price supports. 
The USDA, meanwhile, will 
not sell peanuts acquired under 
price support operations — sur 
pluses which cannot find a 
market — back to processors 
for export at cut-rate prices as 
done in the past.

turn the oil over to USDA in 
exchange for keeping the meal. 
All told, those policies add up to 
higher costs to the government. 
Georgia farm officials accuse 
Butz of engineering the more 
expensive policies in a deliber­ 
ate attempt to discredit the 
program by boosting its costs 
and thereby calling public at­ 
tention to it 
But Kenneth E. Frick, head 
ot the department's Agricul­ 
tural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service, says the pro 
gram “is so out of date” and 
bad to begin with that no one 
could discredit it further. 
Although decisions have not 
been disclosed, Georgia farm 
leaders this week talked about 
a “tw o price” plan as a possible 
way to help trim federal costs 
and reach a compromise with 
the administration. 
According to Georgia offi­ 
cials, one feature might be to 
reduce peanut acreage allot­ 
ments and supports to levels 
reflecting U S domestic needs 
and include an “open-ended” 
E 
rovision so that farmers can 
e more flexible for the export 
market. They emphasize, how­ 
ever, that this is just in the 
talking stage. 
Frick, recalling that ad-, 
ministration attempts to get a 
radical 
change 
through 
Congress, have been thwarted, 
said that such a move might be 
a step in the right direction. But 
he, also, was noncommittal 
Meanwhile. USDA 
records 
show that an estimated $750 
million has been poured into the 
peanut program sine 1955 That 
represents net losses to the 
government in its price support 
operations and approximately 
$150 million involving the 
recent oil donation program. 
Some authorities say 
costs 
might rise to $300 million next 
year 
A basic problem, according 
to USDA, is that under law the 
annual peanut allotment cannot 
he smaller .than 1.6 million 
acres. Officials say that is 
about $60,000 acres too many, 
based on current requirements. 
Consequently, nearly one 
third of this year's record pea­ 
nut crop of more than 3.9 billion 
pounds is expected to wind up in 
Hovernment 
stocks. 
The 
government’s support price is 
nearly $395 per ton against a 
world price of about $K0 per 
ton. 
Thus, since USDA will not sell 
its peanuts to processors for 
less than it paid for them there 
. are no takers. 
WASHINGTON <AP> - Pro­ 
duction of red meat in October 
totaled 3.3 billion pounds, down 
4 per cent from the same month 
last year despite an increase in 
beef output, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 
Beef production last month 
was almost 2.3 billion pounds, 
up 6 per cent from October 1974. 
But pork production, at 936 
nuiliun pounds, was 23 per cent 
below October of last year. 
Lamb and mutton output also 
declined the department said. 
Veal production, at 95 million 
pounds, was up 61 percent from 
a year earlier due to an in­ 
creased slaughter of calves as 
farmers and 
ranchers 
con 
tinued to trim herds. 
WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
Agriculture Department has on

ches and governm ents. 
A rrests or expulsion of clergy 
have becom e com m onplace in 
several countries, along with 
e x p re s s io n s 
an d 
d e m o n ­ 
strations of church resistance. 
At least a half dozen A merican 
m is s io n a rie s re c e n tly hav e 
been jailed or ousted and one 
killed. 
“T he church is making an e x ­ 
plicit effort to associate itself 
much more boldly and a u d a ­ 
ciously with the poor and to aid 
in .the liberation of people.” 
says the Rev. Miguel D ’Escoto, 
a 
Mary knoll priest and e x ­ 


perienced hand on the l^atin- 
American scene. 
On a continent w here the 
churches, particularly Roman 
Catholicism, once were closely 
allied with governm ents, fric­ 
tion has occurred between the 
church leadership and ruling 
authorities in many areas. 
“ A kind of church aw akening 
has taken place,” says the Rev. 
William Wipfler. Latin-Ameri- 
Ctn secretary of the US. Na 
tional 
Council 
of 
Churches. 
“ It’s not universal, but in m any 
p la c e s, th e L a tin -A m e ric a n 
church has com e alive, and can 
no longer rem ain tranquil about 
the needs of com m on people.” 
The historical turning point 
tor the change was a confer­ 
ence of Latin-American bishops 
at the town of Medellin in Co­ 
lombia in 1968. a meeting sum

We left Columbiana on the 
H th of May, about 6:15 a m It 
w as a nice morning to start on a 
trip, and we were all excited 
and anxious to be off. 
We didn’t realize at the time 
just how far aw ay California 
w as, and what country we were 
going to see. Everything went 
fine the first day. Late in the 
afternoon 
it started 
to 
get 
cloudy. 
We started to have 
detours at Alliance. We had the 
first one there, and in the sam e 
day we had one at Columbus.

It is a fine 
cam p, and we had lots of fellow 
cam p ers.

DEAR DR LAM B 
I have 
a puzzling condition that 
I 
have been unable to get an 
answer to. It is what I call 
“ jo lts .’ I w ill be lying prone- 
on my back 
usually asleep 
or at rest, and a portion of my 
body w ill feel as if the muscle 
is jum ping This has occurred 
at my foot, at many points 
along each lim b, at the heart, 
and, as I recall, even at the 
head The jolts are so strong 
that they have shaken my en­ 
tire frame as well as the 
bedstead Other than the jolt, 
there is no effect or result, 
although I tend to seem to feel 
better afterwards 
the same 
kind of good feeling that you 
get after a sneeze. I would ap­ 
p re c ia te yo u r co m m en ts 
regarding this. 
DEAR READER 
This 
may give you another jo lt, but 
those reactions are perfectly 
normal and even common. 
The sudden involuntary con­ 
traction of a muscle or set of 
muscles w ill do this 
In some ways they are like a 
lim ited 
momentary 
convul­ 
sion Every voluntary muscle 
in your body is related to a 
specific set of cells in Wnir 
brain. You can map out the 
area in the brain for the hand, 
foot. knee, elbow and all mov­ 
ing parts. When these cells 
are destroyed, as in a stroke, 
the part becomes paralyzed. 
You can stim ulate any of 
these cells and cause the ap­ 
propriate muscle to move In 
the laboratory we can do this 
in animals with an electrical 
p ro b e 
to 
the c e ll. 
The 
neurosurgeon uses such infor­ 
mation to tell where he is cut­ 
ting in some instances He can 
ask the patient to move a hand 
o r a 
fo o t o r g iv e o th e r 
responses or stim ulate an 
a r e a 
a nd 
o b s e r v e 
t h e 
response. 
When an electrical charge 
builds up in the cell it can dis­ 
charge and stim ulate the mus­ 


cle to contract forcefully* 
causing the sensation of a jolt 
This is really what happens in 
the more serious condition of 
a convulsion A large enough 
electrical discharge occurs to 
cause muscles to contract, 
and with a series of dis­ 
charges. 
in no organized 
fashion, the irregular contrac­ 
tions ol the convulsion may 
occur. 
The simple jo lt reaction you 
have is not a convulsion, and it 
does not 
mean .you have 
anything wrong with your 
brain It is a normal discharge 
of a build up of conditions 
within a muscle itself that 
leads to contraction and then 
relaxation In the process the 
factors leading to contraction 
arc dissipated, and the muscle 
returns to a normal resting 
state 
Why do you feel better’’ 
People often feel more relax­ 
ed 
a f t e r 
d i s s i p a t i o n 
of 
chemicals related to muscle 
contraction. This may be one 
fa cto r why a person feels 
better after exercise. When a 
convulsion occurs the person 
may be relaxed afterw ard, as 
alter a hard day’s physical 
work A good example here is 
electrical 
shock 
treatm ent 
The patient tends to sleep 
after treatment and is much 
calm er. The electric shock 
causes widespread muscle 
contractions, or. in essence, a 
convulsion

Fortune Spent for Conference 
That May Never Be Held 


P H IL A D E L P H IA (A P ) 
A 
Catholic priest spent almost 
$250,000 of Pennsylvania Bicen­ 
tennial funds preparing for a 
world unity 
conference 
that 
may never be held 
“ The money went down the 
drain,” said Lt. Gov. Ernest 
Kline, a one-time staunch sup 
porter of the Rev. Guy Mer- 
veille’s “ Congress of World U n­ 
ity " project. “ It was a good 
idea that went sour.” 
Pennsylvania 
gave 
Father 
M erveille $250,(XX) two years 
ago for his Congress of World 
Unity. When the state pulled out 
last spring, it got $20,000 back. 
Father 
M erveille 
says 
he 
traveled to 75 countries in E u ­ 
rope and Asia to find his hu­ 
manists. The state had allo­ 
cated the congress a 
travel 
budget of about $44,000 for two 
years. M erveille. who operates 
from a $220-a-month penthouse 
office Where he also lives, says 
he exhausted it in one year on 
four foreign excursions 
The priest said he spent the 
difference looking for what he 
calls “ a common denominator 
w hich 
w ill 
transcend 
the 
nationalities and cultures to 
promote the energies to ac­ 
celerate a world civilization. 
“ I had professional people 
with me,” he said. "A dm inis­ 
trators, secretaries. Nothing is 
left. Nothing 
I ’m living on 
bread and w ater.” 
Kline says the concept — to 
bring the world’s great minds 
to Philadelphia during the B i­ 
centennial next May — was ex­ 
cellent and worth exploring. 
But it became apparent, he 
says, that Father M erveille and 
the people working with him 
were not getting along 
“ When his board of directors 
decided 
to withdraw, 
that’s 
when we decided to pull out,” 
said Kline. “ He wanted to call 
all the shots. I told him: ‘You’re 
not the Holy Ghost You can’t 
light all the candles in the 
world.” ’ 
Despite the state's withdraw­ 
al of financial support for the 
project. Father Merveille says 
the congress will he held May 
21-24 as planned 
“ It Will be 
held ut the Academy of Music,” 
he said, “ I have a contract.” 


“ We have no contract with 
anyone called M erveille or the 
Congress of World Unity,” said 
Hugh Welsh Jr ., the Academy's

Bingo OK 
Now Up to 
Legislators 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — 
Ohio voters have clarified the 
legality of charitable bingo, but 
that was the simple part. 
Now the legislature must de­ 
fine legitimate charity and set 
up machinery to regulate bingo 
overations and that process is 
liable to add considerable con­ 
fusion to an issue which on the 
su rface app ears 
re la tive ly 
simple. 
Fran* bingo bills have already 
been drafted and at least two of 
them suggest a wide variance 
in lawmakers interpretation of 
the mandate from voters. 
In approving an amendment 
to the state constitution by a 54 
per cent margin, Ohioans said 
bingo, like the lottery, should be 
an 
exception 
to 
the 
con­ 
stitutional ban against gam ­ 
bling. 
Legislators wanted the cla ri­ 
fication to eliminate “ bingo for 
business” by professionals op­ 
erating under cover of an exist­ 
ing exception, or loophole, in a 
1974 law. That statutory provi­ 
sion removed crim inal penal­ 
ties while not expressly legal­ 
izing charitable gambling 
The effect was to open the 
door last winter for a brief 
spurt of casino-style gambling, 
particularly in the Akron area, 
and reports that charities were 
being shortchanged by bingo 
operators and others. 
Hep. Cf J . M cLin, D-36 D ay­ 
ton. sponsor of the approved 
amendment, has introduced an 
im plem enting 
bill defining 
ch aritab le organizations as 
churches, fraternal lodges vet 
clans groups and volunteer fire 
departments. 


The hill does not stipulate 


what percentage of profit must 
go to a charitable cause. Hath 
er. it says that a maximum of 40 
per cent can be used for op­ 
erating expenses and at least 
another 40 per cent must go to­ 
ward prize money 
B y contrast. Atty. Gen W il­ 
liam J. Brown's strictly worded 
draft biti specifies thai at least 
I T ut the in ol its must be used 
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“ e x clu sively for ch aritab le 
purposes,” Since most bingo 
games pay out a minimum of 60 
per cent of their profits for 
prizes, that would leave about 6 
percent for operations, as com­ 
pared to M cLin ’s 40 per cent.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Doc­ 
tors at University Hospitals 
here have developed a means of 
studying hardening of the ar­ 
teries that has led them to be 
adamant with their patients 
“ Because our research has 
shown us beyond the question of 
a doubt how dangerous the risk 
factors are to these patients, we 
don t merely make suggestions 
about reducing those factors, 
we insist.” says Dr. Ralph G. 
DePalma, 
DeP.pl ma was one of several 
Case Western Reserve Univer­ 
sity and University Hospitals 
doctors who described the proc­ 
ess of their research to a recent 
conference in Canada. 
Some risk factors have been 
known for some time, but little 
was know n about the actual de­ 
velopment of the cholesterol 
deposits 
in

arteries. 
DePalma said. He said the 
hospitals recently developed 
surgical 
technique 
for 
removing the deposits from 
monkey arteries now permit 
analysis of the development of 
the disease.
